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The total Sanctions being £450,042 as compared with £449,826 for the previous year 
show the continuous steady progress of our Loan operations, each year giving an 
excess of £120,000 over the transactions of the years 1874-75. 

The above abstract points out the variety of objects to which the various funds 
entrusted to our management have been allocated during the past year, and as some of 
the classes are distributed in comparatively small amounts, the total also represents a 
considerable addition in number to the outstanding open accounts. The number of new 
Loans made was 430, as against 145 closed in the same period. 

In January last we felt it our duty to call your Lordships attention to the state of the 
Funds available for Loan purposes, and to point out that at the present rate of our 
operations, two of these Funds, viz., the Public Works Loan Fund and the Land 
Improvement Loan Fund would become exhausted, and our means of making Loans 
restricted, if powers were not taken during the present Session of Parliament to meet 
the estimated deficiency, and to provide for the continuous demand for advances in future 
years. By the Bill now before Parliament to m eet th is want, your Lordships, among 
other important changes connected with these services, propose to place the 1 future 
advances as respects these two Funds, and other services the issues for which are 
charged by their respective Acts on the growing produce of the Consolidated Fund, on 
the same footing as the Public Works Loan Fund, England, viz., to provide, by an 
annual Act of Parliament, for the total estimated amount which will probably come in 
course of payment during the year. This will embrace all advances from the Consoli- 
dated Fund for Loan purposes, excepting those for the Irish Land Act, for which a 
special Fund of £1,000,000 was provided. This course determines the extent of the 
aggregate advances within the year, and we have no reason to think that a change which 
necessitates an annual investigation into all the circumstances and requirements of these 
services will be otherwise than advantageous.- 

The Sanctions of the year include a Loan of £5,105 made for the repairs of the Black- 
rock road ; two Loans for Burial-grounds, which we are authorized to make in pursuance 
of the Act 19 & 20 ViG., c. 98, which extends the repayment over a term of years not 
exceeding twenty, with interest at 5 -per cent. ; also a Loan of £40,000 to the lien 
Valley Railway Company, and’ £50,000 to the 'Letterkenny Railway, both being 
repayable within twenty-five years, with interest at 5 per cent. ; and a Loan of £5,000 
to aid in the erection of Ardglass Harbour, which, under the conditions of the special 
Act of last Session, becomes a charge on the neighbouring proprietor and district. 

The amount applied for and allocated during the past year for the erection of 
Labourers’ Dwellings in towns was £11,100, being much less than the previous year, 
when the amount stood at £24,24.2. This fallingroff, we believe, is rather accidental 
than otherwise, as the desire on the part -of the public to avail themselves of the 
advantages conferred by the Act 4 appears to be gradually increasing, as it becomes more 
generally known and understood. With the five Loans santioned it is proposed to erect 
132 separate dwellings, at an average cost of £84 for each. 

The Glebe Loan Acts, unless renewed, will expire on the 31st August, 1 878. During 
the past year we have made seventy Loans, amounting to £33,292. These figures are 
less both in number and amount than in the former year, when eighty Loans, for 
£44,031, were granted. Since the passing of the Act, 372 advances for Glebe purposes, 
amounting to £171,870, have been authorized. 

The Loans for Sanitary purposes, which during the year amounted to £41,139, are 
also considerably less than the previous year’s transactions. This also, judging from the 
number and amounts of the applications which have been made by Sanitary bodies and 
are under our consideration or that of the Local Government Board, must not be deemed 
as showing a less desire on the part of these bodies to avail themselves of 'this Fund. 
In the year ten districts have obtained Loans to the extent of £24,539 for sewerage 
works; six for water works, amounting to £16,200 ; and one of £400 for a slaughter- 
house. 

The works on. three Arterial Drainage districts have been commenced in the past year, 
under the provisions of the Act 26 & 27 Vic., c. 88, which are in operation under their 
respective local bodies; viz. : — The Rathangan district, in the county of Kildare, to which 
a Loan of £45,869 has bepn grafted ; *£6,0 0*0 to tlje Tory Hill district, in the county of 
Limerick, and £3,825-to the River Bride and Kilcrea district, in the county of Cork, 
making a total appropriation under this section of Arterial Drainage works of £348,760, 
spread over thirty-two districts. 

The applications for Land Improvement Loans, a service which has been in operation 
since the year 1847, continue to be made in increased numbers; the total sum 
: approved during this year being £129,310, against £125,600 for the last; the total 
advances now amounting to £2,723,442. The Funds of this service have been extended 

B 
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by the provisions of the Act 38 & 39 Vic., c. 82, for the purpose of making advances in 
aid of National School Teachers’ Residences connected with non-vested schools, to be 
applied either for the erection of new buildings, or for the enlarging or improving 
existing buildings, or for the purchase of dwelling-houses. 

No Loans for this purpose are to exceed £250, the repayment of which is to be secured 
by a charge on the building itself, as well as on the land on which it is erected. Eight 
of these Loans have been authorized during the year, absorbing £1,790. 

The sum of £68,106 has been allocated, under the provisions of the Land Act, to aid 
in the purchase by tenants of their farms. Since the passing of the Act in 1870, 575 
tenants have purchased their farms, and have thus become proprietors to the extent of 
35,975 acres, at a total cost of £599,623, including £357,958 advanced by us. The 
annual rent paid in respect of these holdings was £24,460, against which the annual rent-' 
charge payable to the Government for thirty-five years will be £17,898. 



ADVANCES AND REPAYMENTS. 

The total Loan advances during the year amount to £406,572, against £312,952 of 
the former year, and the repayments including interest to £171,263, against £156,612.

The repayments continue to be made, with a few exceptions, with satisfactory 
punctuality. The year again closes with no outstanding arrears on the Public Works, 
Labourers’ Dwellings in Towns, Glebe Loans, and Public Health classes of Loans, 
comprising 423 separate half-yearly charges. The Land Act has one proprietor in 
arrear out of 575 borrowers, which is highly creditable to the class to which they belong, 
and is evidence of its continued prosperity. The Arterial Drainage, having 2,072 
distinct charges, shows at the close of the year 107 in arrear; but as the larger portion 
of these incur a poundage charge of 1.9. in the pound, no loss arises from the deferred 
payments. The Land Improvement Service, having upwards of 2,900 open accounts, 
shows 70 proprietors, representing 144 Loans, in arrear. 

The amounts received in the year on nearly 6,000 open accounts, of which 5,950 are 
repayable by half-yearly instalments by way of an annuity, have, under your Lordships’ 
instructions, been divided into principal and interest, with the object of carrying the 
sum received as interest in aid of the year’s income ; the whole amount received and 
paid to Her Majesty’s Exchequer having been apportioned as follows : —

The latter sum exceeds that paid in on the previous year by £6,217, but the amount 
must, under our present extended operations, undergo considerable increase in future 
years. r • ; . 

By the same investigation we have been enabled to ascertain the present value of all 
the 6,000 debts standing in our books, which have increased from £1,994,722 on the 
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1st of April, 1876, to £2,297,605 on the 31st March, 1877, showing a net increase of 
debt on the year of £302,883. 

The charges have terminated, since our last report, on the Cross Lough Drainage 
district — a work executed under the Act 5 & 6 Vic., c. 89 — also on the Drainage 
Maintenance of Lough Dalla, which determines half-yearly charges of £29 Is. 10 d. In 
the same time awards have been made, bringing the advances made to Local Boards in 
pursuance of 26 & 27 Vic., c. 88, in course of repayment, viz. : —

Loans amounting to £1,396,407 have now been finally closed under the Land 
Improvement Loan Service, which has of course contributed to limit the increase on our 
total repayments for the past few years. 



Irish Reproductive Loan Fund Act. 

In our Report for last year we fully explained the system we had found it desirable 
to adopt to bring the provisions of this Act, 37 & 38 Viet., c. 86, into operation, more 
particularly as it affected the main purpose of the Act, viz., the making small advances 1 
to fishermen in the maritime counties, and the course adopted for securing their faithful 
discharge by promissory notes payable at intervals of six months, generally extending 
over three, four, or even five years. After another year’s experience we are enabled 
to state that these arrangements have proved in all respects most satisfactory, resulting 
in our still being able to carry out these very numerous transactions — many of them in 
the most remote and backward parts of the country — without entailing on the funds 
entrusted to us any expense beyond a few very small payments to local solicitors for- 
proceedings for the recovery of over-due promissory notes, or for the entire Loans 
advanced, in the event of non-application to the purposes for which they were made. 

Under the rules sanctioned by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, we are authorized 
to make Loans for fishery and other purposes out of the respective funds of the ten 
counties, of- from £5 to £500, at 2 \ per cent, interest, to be repaid within any term of 
years not exceeding ten, a bond being taken in each case for the due and proper 
application of the advance. 

We append the following abstract of our proceedings during the past year under the 
respective counties : —

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Up to the 31st March, 1877, we have made 607 separate advances, amounting to 
£11 267 which have been secured by upwards of 4,000 promissory notes, together 
amounting to £11,897 12s. 2 d., including principal and interest at per cent. On 
account of this last-mentioned sum there has been repaid, up to the same period, £3,429. 

Of tlie promissory notes which became due before the 31st March, there are now 
(1st May) only eighteen remaining unpaid, which is satisfactory evidence of the 
attention and punctuality of the fishermen-borrowers under this Act. 

We have during the year sold stock to the amount of £1,700, the residue of the 
advances having been discharged by the repayments and dividends received in the year. 
In the year now commenced we hope to meet all the advances from these two sources 
without having to resort to any further sale .of stoplc as Jong as the loans are confined 
to fishery-purposes. „ , , , , 

We have again to report that no applications for any advances have been made out 
of the funds of the non-maritime counties of Tipperary and Roscommon, and m Limerick 
no application has been received either for fishery or any other purpose. It will also 
he observed that during the past season the funds of the counties Kerry Leitrim, and 
Sligo were not taken up by the fishermen of these counties to the extent of the amounts 
which were available. 



PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The necessary works of repairs and maintenance to the several metropolitan and 
provincial public buildings and official residences in charge of the Board have been 
duly attended to, and efficiently maintained. 

Post and Telegraph Offices. 

The works at the new Post Office at Cork were commenced some months past, and 
the building is progressing satisfactorily. . . - 

The new post offices at Waterford and Londonderry, which form part ol the new 
public offices in those cities, are occupied and open for tlie transaction of public business. 

Customs Buildings. 

New offices for Customs and Inland Revenue services at Waterford and Londonderry 
have been provided in the recently erected public buildings at these places. 



Constabulary Barracks. 

New barracks have been completed at Monaghan, county Monaghan, and Howth, 
county Dublin ; the former to accommodate 1 Head Constable and 25 men ; the lattei 
I Head Constable, 3 Constables, and 18 men. 



Metropolitan Police Buildings. 

Additional cells have been provided at Chancery-lane Station, in the A Division; 
a hall-alley has been constructed at Manor-street Barrack, in the D Division; and 
improvements made in the ball-alley at Rathmines, in the F Division.

The lodges of the Bailiff, Deer Keeper, Gate Keepers, and Park Constables have 
been kept^in proper order ; and the works necessary for the conservancy of the Park 
and the cultivation of the People’s Garden have been carefully carried out. 

Queen's Colleges. 

The necessary works of repair and maintenance at the Queen’s. Colleges, Belfast, Cork,. 
and Galway, have been attended to. 

National Education Buildings. 

Twenty-three new ordinary literary National School-houses have been built in the past 
year, at a total cost of £8,198 14s., towards which the Board paid as Grants two- 
thirds, or the sum of £5,465 16s., the remaining one-third of the expense being 
contributed by local persons interested in the schools. 

Various additions to and enlargements of school-houses, together with such works of 
improvement as providing timber-flooring, erecting porches, building enclosing walls 
and gates, wainscoting, tablet rails, eave gutters, and other works, have been effected 
at 2 7 & or dinary literary National Schools, at a total cost of £1,734 3s. Id. Towards this 
s um the Board paid two-thirds, viz., £1,156 2s. Id., and the remaining one-third was 
borne by local persons interested. 

Besides this outlay, the Board have expended in new works and alterations,, repairing 
and maintaining the Metropolitan (or Central) Model School Buildings, the District Model, 
Minor Model, and Model Agricultural Schools, the sum of £5,405, and a further sum of 
£1,786 10s. 3 d. for furniture for those buildings ; and on the ordinary literary National 
Schools in charge of the Board, a sum of £3,180 13s. 9 d. has been also expended, in works 
of maintenance and repair. ... • . 

Seven Grants in aid of building residences for Teachers of Vested National School- 
houses, have been made during the year, amounting to £677 12s. - 



NATIONAL SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RESIDENCES (IRELAND) ACT.

Of these 84 applications 50 have been sanctioned, and 34 are under consideration 
or awaiting compliance with certain requirements. Of the 70 total sanctions, amounting 
to £33,292, 20 were for applications received during previous years, amounting to 
£8,551. 



NATIONAL MONUMENTS AND ECCLESIASTICAL RUINS. 

Irish Church Act, 1869 ; 32 & 33 Viet., c. 42. 

The works necessary for the preservation of the National Monuments vested in the 
Board by the Church Temporalities Commissioners for preservation and maintenance, 
have been carried out in the order of their importance and urgency. 

The works have now been completed at Ardmore Cathedral and Round Tower, Ardfert 
Cathedral and two Churches, Monasterboice three Churches, Crosses, and Round Tower, 
and the Rock of Cashel, with its several ancient monuments; all these structures have 
been placed in charge of caretakers to protect them from injury, and provision has been 
made for their effectual maintenance. 

The works are in progress at Devenish Church and Round Tower, and those at the 
Seven Churches, Round Tower, Stone Crosses, and other structures at Glendalough are 
drawing towards completion. 

The details of the progress made and works executed during the year will be found 
in the report of the Superintendent (Mr. Deane). The Board think it desirable here 
to repeat that the instructions which they have given to their Architect and Mr. Deane 
are that the operations are to be strictly confined to what is necessary for the preserva- 
tion of the several monuments — securing loose stones, preventing infiltration of water 
by cement covering to walls, &c., where practicable, and clearing away rubbish, where, 
by doing so, portions of the buildings now hidden may, with advantage, be brought to 
view — but carefully to avoid any attempt at restoration, or doing anything which might 
mar the ancient and picturesque character of the ruins. — See Appendix, page 68. 



LIMITED OWNERS’ RESIDENCES. 

Acts 27 & 28 Vic., c. 113; 33 & 34 Vic., c. 56 ; 34 & 35 Vic., c. 84. 

Applications under these Acts have been made during the past year by D. B. M. 
Baird, esq., Newtownstewart, for the erection of a mansion ; the Earl of Kenmare, for 
the erection of a mansion ; the Earl of Wicklow, for improvements ; Lord Kilmaine, for 
improvements; and C. A. Nicholson, esq., for additions and improvements.

Thorough Drainage. 



The quantity of land thorough drained under the Acts from the commencement in 
1847, to the 31st March in this year, is 258,183 acres ; and of this quantity 2,627 acres 
have been drained during the year now reported on, at an average cost of £7 Os. 6 d. 
per acre. 

Planting for Shelter. 

For this purpose 30 Loans have been granted since the passing of the Act 29 & 30 
Vic., c. 40, and of this number 3 amounting to £2,725, were sanctioned since the 31st 
March, 1876. 

. , Far*i Buildings. 

Since the passing of the Act 13 & 14 Vic., c. 31, 1,043 Loans have been sanctioned for 
the erection of farm buildings, amounting to £519,670. Of this number 84 Loans, 
amounting to £51,435, were approved during the past financial year. 

Dwellings for Agricultural Labourers. 

For this class of work 349 Loans have been sanctioned since the passing of the Act 
23 Vic., c. 19, giving a total amount of £199,090 ; the cases sanctioned since our Eeport 
last year being 44, amounting to £32,105. 

Appendix C gives the Eeports of the District Inspectors, and Appendix D the usual 
statement of the Loans in progress and amounts issued. 



LANDLOED AND TENANT ACTS, 1870 and 1872. 

33 & 34 Vic., c. 46, and 35 & 36 Vic., c. 32. 

Under this head we have to report a considerable increase in the advances made to 
tenants in aid of purchase, the total of the several Loans under both Acts amounting 
to £76,206 for the past year, as against £43,402 issued in the preceding year, which, 
with the sums issued in previous years, makes £357,958 advanced to assist tenant-farmers 
in purchasing their holdings. 

In the majority of these cases the sales were made in the Landed Estates Court, 
under the 45th section of the Act of 1870 ; the number coming under that section 
during the year ending Slst March, 1877, being 103, and the advances amomiting 
to £55,775; the total number of Loans under that section being 514, amounting to 
£305,736. . 

Under the 44th section of the same Act, which provides, for the granting of Loans to 
tenants purchasing by agreements with their landlords; such agreements to be approved 
by the Court, the number of advances made since our Eeport for 1875-6 was 4, 
amounting to £4,145, and giving a total under this section, since the commencement, 
of 14 cases, amounting to £17,212. 

Under the Amending Act (1872) we have advanced sums in aid of purchase by tenants 
in 12 cases since the end of March, 1876, amounting to £16,286. In these cases the 
proceedings were carried out without the intervention of the Court. The number of 
cases since the passing of that A.ct in which advances have been made under its 
provisions is 47, the. total amount issued being £35,010. 
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In the following table will be found the numbers and amounts of the Loans made 
under both Acts since the commencement in 1870 to the 31st March, 1877, arranged 
according to Provinces and Counties.

ARTERIAL OR RIVER DRAINAGE. 

The Board’s duties in connexion with the works of Arterial Drainage, with Improve- 
ments of Navigation and Water-power, under the original Acts, viz., the 5 & 6 Vic., cap. 
89 ; 8 & 9 Vic., cap. 69 ; 9 Vic., cap. 4 ; 10 & 11 Vic., cap. 79 ; 16 & 17 Vic., cap. 130 ; 
18 & 19 Vic., cap. 110 ; 19 & 20 Vic., cap. 62; 20 & 21 Vic., cap. 23 ; 21 & 22 Vic., 
cap. 41 ; and 35 & 36 Vic., c. 31, have been confined during the past year to determining, 
on the application of proprietors, the amount of increased rent to be paid by tenants in 
respect of the benefit derived by them from improvements in their holdings, resulting 
from the Drainage operations ; and to giving information, assistance, and advice to the 
Trustees of Districts, on such points connected with their trusts as they might request,

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and which we have felt it within our province to give : all executive operations have 
been long since brought to a close. 

The price agreed upon for Clonakilty Slob-lands has been paid ; this will relieve this 
Board of any future responsibility in connexion with them. 

The whole expenditure charged against the different undertakings commenced under 
the Arterial Drainage Acts (prior to 1S63), including £70,201 for works chargeable to 
counties, amounted at the end of March, 1376, to £2,390,612 12s. Ad. ; and the repay- 
ments in respect thereof amounted to £1,303,058.

The works of the following districts are in course of execution : — 

Upper Inny, Mulkear, Kildare, Lough Oughter and River Erne, Stoneyford, Bride 
and Kilcrea, Tory Hill, Stoneyford and Rathangan River. 

The works have not been commenced in the Fourtowns and Jerritzpass. 

With regard to the remaining districts, the Thurles, Buncam Lake, Dunderry, Boira, 
Ballycramnore, and Barnakyle, appear to have been abandoned, and the. Upper Finn, 
Ollatrim and Ballintemple have been withdrawn by the petitioners. Revised plans for 
the Ward and the Suck have been submitted, and the other districts .are. passing 
through the stages required by the Acts previous to provisional orders constituting them 
being made. 

Since our last report nothing further has been done in the case of the Lough Erne 
district. The Inspector reported unfavourably on the project submitted, and his report 
was furnished to the promoters of the project. The plans having been revised, the 
Inspector made a further report, which was furnished to the petitioners. 

Another petition was presented by the principal proprietors of land in this district, 
and the Inspector held the meeting required by the Acts and made his report, 
which was furnished to the petitioners ; but the assents of the proprietors have not 
yet been given to either project, and, until they are, this Board can take no further 
steps. 

The total area of land to be improved in the districts which have been, or are being, 
proceeded with, is 98,557 statute acres, and the estimated cost of the works £656,185. 

The Loans sanctioned by your Lordships under these Acts amount to £348,760. The 
advances on account thereof, including interest charged during the operation of the works, 
amount to £275,595, and the repayments from districts, in respect of which awards 
have been made, amount to £49,979. 



Increased Rents in respect of Drainage Charges.

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As the works at the harbour of Ardglass will involve a large expenditure, Your 
Lordships have directed us, for the present, not to bring forward applications for grants 
in aid of fishery piers from any other planes, with the exception of Kinsale. We have, 
therefore, taken no further proceedings in the cases in the foregoing Schedule which are 
marked thus (*). . ... 

The Ardglass Harbour Act, 39 & 40 Vic., c. 236 (Local), vesting the harbour m this 
Board, having received the Royal assent on the 15th August, 1876, we commenced the 
preliminary proceedings required by the Acts, lodged the provisional declaration, and 
took the necessary steps to obtain the assents of the rate-payers of the district and of 
the proprietor of the lands chargeable with the loan. These having been obtained, the 
other steps required will now be taken to enable us to proceed with the works. 

The Bill for the improvement of Arklow Harbour, which was introduced last session, 
was withdrawn, owing to the opposition of the new Board of Directors of the Wicklow 
Copper Mine Company : the former Directors approved of the provisions of the Bill.

Any improvement in the amount of traffic will depend 
chiefly on a through trade between the north of Ireland and Belfast, and the towns 
situated in the vicinity of the canal and on to Lough Erne, which can only be effected 
by. the assistance of steam tugs^ which are not yet used in Lough Neagh. 

The works during the past year have been limited to the repairs incidental to its 
maintenance. — See Inspector's Report, Appendix B. 

Shannon Navigation. 

The works have been kept in good repair. — See Inspectors' Reports, Appendix B. 

The gross receipts from all sources amounted to £3,946, and the- charges of main- 
tenance to £3,459, showing a surplus of receipts over the expenditure of £487. The 
sum received in respect of tolls was £2,146, against £2,003 for last year. The increase, 
£143, is satisfactory evidence of the progress of trade on the navigation.

BRIDGES. Bridges. 

Wellesley Bridge, Limerick. 

This bridge, which became vested in the Commissioners by the Act 30 & 31 Vic., 
cap. 53 (1867), was taken over from the lessees on 20th May, 1868, since which period 
we have maintained the bridge, paid the interest on the commuted debt of £10,000, 
including arrears of same from 1st July, 1866, and discharged £1,824 of the principal, 
reducing it to £8,176. 

The tolls received during the year amount to £920 against £955 in the previous 
year.

Carrick-on-Suir Bridge. 

The Lord Lieutenant, on our recommendation, appointed Messrs. Forsyth and Cotton 
to inquire into the statements contained in a memorial of the Grand J ury of the South 
Riding of the county of Tipperary, praying for the re-building of the bridge over the 
River Suir at Carrick-on-Suir. 

The requisite steps are being taken in both cases. 



BLACKROCK ROAD, COUNTY DUBLIN. 

In compliance with Order of the Privy Council in Ireland, dated 31st May, 1876, 
the Board proceeded to undertake the repair of the public road and footpaths from 
MacCartney’s-bridge at Baggot-street to the Cross of Blackrock, a total length of 1,212 
perches. The works, consisting of (1) cleaning and removing mud,, rubbish, &c., (2) 
restoring surface by filling ruts and spreading road metalling over its entire extent, 
(3) repairs of footways, channels, curbs, and crossings, were at once undertaken, under 
the suoerintendence of the Board’s officers, and were completed at a cost of £5,105 ; the 
road having been in a state of utter disrepair. The completion of the works was 
duly represented, and the necessary proceedings will be taken to have that amount 
repaid to the Board, levied as follows : one-third upon the city of Dublin, one-third 
upon the county of Dublin, and one-third upon the barony of Rathdown . — See 
Engineers Report, Appendix B.

For the 
year ending 31st March, 1877. 

Office of Public Works, Dredging. 

30th April, 1877. The deepening of the harbour has been continued

Royal Harbours. 

Kingstown Harbour, County Dublin. 

The works for the completion of the sea slope near 
the west pier-head, alluded to in my last annual 
report, were finished towards the end of the year 187(5 
in a very substantial manner. The sea face of the 
east pier did not require any repair, and, therefore, 
the expenditure during the year was mainly on the 
maintenance of the inner works of the harbour. The 
reconstruction of the “ Wolf ” jetty at the east pier was 
completed; the inner faces of the wharves and parapets 
were made good ; satisfactory progress was made in 
erecting the new system of fenders and sheeting for 
the protection of the Mail Packet Pier from injury by 
collision with the mail packets ; the coastguard slips 
were repaired ; a screw mooring was fixed in the bight 
of tho east- pier; and all the works of the harbour, 
including roads and buildings, were maintained in good 
order. 

Although there was a succession of heavy gales 
during the winter, and damages were reported from 
several other harbours between the 11th November 
and 2nd December, no damage worth speaking of 
occurred at Kingstown till the 3rd of J anuary last. 
On that day there was a heavy southerly gale, and the 
water inside the harbour rose to fifteen feet above low 
water of spring tides, being more than three feet above 
the ordinary level ; this gale was accompanied by a 
very heavy sea. At the west pier the sea tore up the 
paving of an ashpit at the rere of the lightkeeper’s 
house, and, following the line of a soil pipe, tore up 
the filling, and did much damage to the sea pave-, 
ment. This injury commenced at the upper part of 
the sea slope, eight or ten feet above high water. The 
toe, or lowest part of the slope, for a height of about 
nine feet, was, however, uninjured. At the east pier 
the sea rolled over the parapet and roadway, tearing 
the latter up (in some places to a depth of three feet) ; 
the rubble breakwater on the sea slope was disturbed, 
and part of it earned away by the sea. I estimated 
the amount of damage done to the works of the harbour 
at a sum of £1,500.

Howth Harbour, County Dublin. 

Satisfactory progress was made with the works at 
the sea pavement of tho east pier, 1,560 superficial 
yards of which was reconstructed. The roads, wharves 
curing sheds, <Ssc., were efficiently maintained. 

I regret, however, to be obliged to state that very- 
great damage has been done to the works of the harbour 
from a succession of gales, the first of which occurred 
on the 30th September last, and the last so late as the 
27th April. On the 9tli January last I reported as 
follows : — “ Both east and west piers have suffered 
more or less for their entire length. The concrete work 
of 1875 and 1S76 (522 feet in length, and exposing 
a surface of 24,000 superficial feet to the sea,) has 
escaped with comparatively little injury, probably not 
exceeding £150 ; but that executed in the year 1874, 
next to the old rubble slope, hits been seriously 
damaged. The entire of this last-mentioned slope has 
been nearly demolished ; the hearting has been torn 
rip, exposing the parapet (in one place to a depth of 
nearly eight feet), tho coping of which has been 
carried away for a length of 300 feet, and thrown 
either on the quay or into the harbour. Three 
hundred square yards of wharf paving have been torn 
up. Of eighteen wooden sheds erected by the Board 
and let to fish-curers, only four remain standing.” 

It is well to state that the damage to this harbour 
(as at Kingstown) commenced from ten to fourteen 
feet above the level of high water, the sea tearing up 
the old rubble pitching and washing out the hearting, 
notwithstanding which the new work below it remained 
uninjured for a length of more than 500 feet, as above 
described. I estimated the damage done to this harbour 
at £5,000. 

Donaghadee Harbour, County Down. 

Damages having been reported to this harbour by 
the storm of 2nd December last, I visited it on the 8th 
of that month, and ascertained the amount of the 
damage to he £250. I again made an inspection of 
the harbour on the 11th January, when I found that 
the recent gale had much increased the damage, which 
here, also, had commenced above the level of high 
water. The sea first tore up the heavy pitched slope 
and washed out the rubble filling ; it then attacked 
a heavy well-built wall (forming tlie foundations of the 
parapet,) which the destruction of the slope had exposed, 
in which it made a breach, fortunately, however, with- 
out injury to the parapet itself. Lemon’s wharf, inside 
the harbour, was also injured. In my report of the 
9th January I estimated the total damage at £1,500. 

Dunmore Harbour, County Waterford. 

The works at this harbour consisted in repairs to the 
sea slope ; 1,653 cubic yards of sea slope and toe of 
pavement were constructed, and 586 superficial 
of same jointed with cement concrete. Part of the 
stone jetty and wall adjoining it, referred to in mj 
last annual report, has been taken down, and is now 
in course of re-construction. 

From tbe 11th to the 16th November, 1876, there 
was a continued storm, which damaged the sea slope, 
tore up the waggon rails, which were bolted on top oi 
parapet, and disturbed some of the ashlar masonry. 

In the gale of the 3rd January the wind shnw 
from E.S.E. to S.W., and but little damage occurred. 

I estimated the damage done during the gales a 
£300.

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I beg to remark that this road is one of the most 
important outlets from Dublin. The circulation of 
traffic upon it reaches nearly to 1,200 vehicles daily, 
and to maintain the surface of the road in good order 
requires constant care. For several years past the 
expenditure upon repairs has been insufficient, and the 
result has been the necessity of the very large outlay 
on the road during the past year. It 'will be observed 
that nearly four-fifths of that expenditure has been for 
broken stone, of which nearly 10,000 cubic yards were 
spread on the road ; this large quantity represents, 
however, a depth of only 44 inches over its entire 
surface. It is quite obvious that if the road is suffered 
to remain without repair for any length of time (as it 
has now been for more than a month), it will revert to 
the condition in which it was when the Board took 
charge of it last June. , 

Drainage and Improvement op Lands.

REPORT ON STORM DAMAGES. 

I regret to be obliged to report to the Board ex- 
tensive damage to the works of the several harbours 
under their control during the gale of Wednesday last, 
the 3rd inst. 

From the 11th November to the 2nd December, 
damages were reported from Dunmore, Donaghadee, 
Howth and Giles’-quay. I have since visited the 
three last-named harbours. At Donaghadee the 
damage was comparatively slight, amounting to about 
£260, for which the Treasury authorized an additional 
estimate. At Howth the cost of repairing the damage 
. amounted to about the same sum. 

At Giles’-quay the damage to the work itself was 
£101 10s., but los9 of machinery and previous damage 
was estimated at £250 more. 

On the 2nd inst., I was enabled to report to the 
Board, that no further damage from the continued 
heavy gales and sea had been reported. On the follow- 
ing day, however, there was a heavy southerly gale, 
and the high water within the harbour at Kingstown 
stood at 15 feet, being more than 3 feet over the level 
of high-water spr ing tides. This gale was accompanied 
by a heavy sea, and from the fact that equal injury 
was done at the lee and weather sides of the bay, there 
can (in my opinion) be no doubt that a great ocean 
wave swept through the Irish Sea. 

Royal Harbours. 

Kingstoum, County Dublin. 

The sea pavement at the west pier-head was torn up 
to the extent of 1,200 superficial yards, and the tool- 
house and its contents carried to sea ; on the east pier 
the sea rolled over the roadway, tearing it up in some 
places to a depth of 3 feet. A large extent of the 
. rubble breakwater on the sea slope was carried away or ' 
displaced. 

Howth, County Dublin. 

Both east and west piers have suffered more or less 
for their entire length. The concrete work executed 
during the years 1875 and 1876 (522 feet in length, 
and exposing a surface of 24,000 superficial feet to the 
sea), has escaped with comparatively little injury, 



probably not exceeding £150 ; but that executed in 
the year 1874, next to the old rubble slope, has been 
seriously damaged.

Donaghadee Harbour, County Dovm. 

At this harbour both northern and southern piers, 
have suffered ; the sea pavement having been breached 
in seven different places. The sea first tore up the 
heavy stone pitching which formed the sea slope, then 
removed the nibble hearting and attacked the founda- 
tions of the cut stone parapet, from which it took 
nearly 100 cubic yards of rubble masonry. The parapet 
itself, I am happy to say, was uninjured. 

Dunmore, County Waterford. 

No further damage is reported from this harbour. 

Fishery Piers. 

Rathmullen, County Donegal. 

Damage has been done to the staging by collision 
of a vessel, but no other injury is reported by the 
contractor. 

Bournapeaka, County Clare. 

No damage reported. 

Port Oriel, County Louth. 

The works here consist entirely of rock excavation, 
and would not therefore suffer. 

Damage is reported at Kilkeel, county Down, and 
Kilmore, county Wexford ; those piers are in charge of 
the counties. 

It is impossible, at present, to make a proper exami- 
nation of the damages sustained at the several harbours. 
From the materials at hand I beg to submit the follow-

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Report by Mr. Edward H. Alcock, Harbour Master, on the Number of Vessels frequenting 
Dunmore Harbour. For the year ending Slst March, 1877. 



Harbour House, Dunmore, East, 
March 23rd, 1877. 

Sra, — In accordance with your directions, I now 
make my annual report on the fisheries here. 

All through the year 1876, fish, generally speaking, 
was scarce, and the trawl and line boats in the harbour 
failed to make an average season of it. Ocasionally 
mackerel, whiting and hake were taken in fair 
quantities, but no large hauls, either with seines, 
trawls or lines, were made, while, with regard to the 
herring and pilchard, I may say they failed to put in 
an appearance at all. The shell fishermen did much 
better, there being a plentiful supply of both lobsters 
and crabs to be bad during the summer. 

We have had from 15 to 22 large cutters trawling 
in the deep out of here throughout the winter, but as 
a whole their season has not proved a remunerative 
one. No doubt some large hauls of the rougher sorts 
of fish, such as plaice and skate, were made ; hut the 
better paying class of head fish, including turbot, brit, 
sole and dory, was scarce, and the same may be said 



of cod, ling and eels. Besides such drawbacks, the 
fisherman has had to contend with an exceptionally 
wild winter ; the storms which frequently visited these 
coasts having been very severe indeed. 

The salmon fishery in both, the Waterford and New 
Ross rivers has proved to be a very good one, the fish 
having been plentiful, of good size and in prime con- 
dition ; the market opened at 2s. 4cZ. and gradually 
fell to Is. 4 d. per pound. The present salmon season 
(1877) did not commence as favourably as usual, the 
fish being scarce and small ; but it is improving. The 
market opened at 3s., rose to 3s. 4 cl., and then gra- 
dually fell to Is. 6d. per pound, at which it stands at 
present.

Sir, — In comjfiiance with your letter of the 10 th 
ultimo, I forward a report on the state of the fisheries, 
&c., of Howth, for the year ended 31st March, 1877. 
The fishery at this port has maintained the steady rate 
of progress of preceding years, which is very satisfac- 
tory. The port continues to be visited by large fleets 
of boats from Cornwall, Scotland, Isle of Man, and 
from all parts of Ireland. The take of fish was 86,910 
mease of herrings, sold at an average of £1 6s. lOd. 
per mease, making an aggregate of £116,604. 

The tolls on the 800 boats and 195 cargo vessels 
amounted to £520, the payment of which, in some 
cases, is made with great reluctance. I need not point 
out the trouble entailed in collecting dues from this 
class of people, I believe much of which would be 
avoided if a by-law were obtained, making it com- 
pulsory to report the first arrival in the year within 



24 hours after entering the harbour. The following Master, 
is a return of the commerce of the port, viz. : —

Fishing boats . 850 . tonnage, 15,480

Navigation from Shannon Harbour to Lough Allen; also the Boyle Water Navigation from 

‘ its Junction with the Shannon to Drum Wharf, near Boyle. For year ending 31st March, 1877. 



Shannon Office, Athlone, 
31st March, 1877. 

Sir, — I beg leave to submit the following report on 
the state of the works in my charge, on the Upper 
Shannon and the Boyle Water. 

Navigation Course from Shannon Harbour to 
Spencer’s Wharf Lough Allen. 



A new slated roof, 26 feet by 21 feet, was erected 
on the Board’s store in Connaught-street, to replace the 
old one, that fell in from decay. 

Laneslorough. 

Several cogs having been broken in the large driving 
pinion of machinery of swivel bridge, a new one was 
substituted. 



The navigation course from Shannon harbour to 
Spencer’s wharf, 90 miles in length, is defined by thirty - 
three stone beacons, 297 iron or timber guide piles, 
and fifty-four iron or timber buoys ; those on the 
Connaught side of the navigation course being painted 
red, and on the Leinster or east side black. 

The severe storms and unusually high floods of last 
spring and winter caused a great amount of injury to 
beacons, piles and buoys, rendering it necessary to 
underpin, or point with cement, fourteen stone beacons, 
and erect forty-three new larch guide piles to replace 
decayed ones ; eighty-six piles were bushed, or boarded 
on top, to render them visible in twilight or foggy 
weather, fifty-seven were painted in the distinguishing 
colours, red or black ; twelve new buoys were moored, 
and twenty old ones were taken up, painted and re- 
moored. 

In consequence of the high floods in January last, 
covering the callows at west side of river, between 
Athlone and Lough Ree, I was obliged to erect six 
temporary guide piles on the margin, to indicate the 
channel; and as the flood of last January reached a 
height of 10£ feet above the summer level below 
Athlone weir wall to Clonmacnoise(10 miles), covering 
the tops of several of the guide piles, I was obliged to 
erect six temporary guide piles alongside of those that 
were covered, to enable steamers to ply to and from 
Shannon harbour and Athlone. 

Shannon Bridge. 

Some slight repairs were effected on the sheeting of 
roadway of swivel bridge, which is much decayed, and 
will soon require to be renewed. 

The toll-collector’s house has been lime-washed, and 
roof repaired. 

Athlone. 

The lock-gates at this station were tarred, and iron- 
work above water painted. A piece of red pine, 
6 feet long by 12 inches square, was inserted into 
one of the mitre posts, to repair a defective part. The 
machinery for opening and closing the gates has got a 
thorough overhaul, and two new cast-iron crab barrels 
were erected in the gear-boxes to replace two that were 
worn out. 

One hundred and seventy cubic yards of silt were 
raised from the navigation course by bag and spoon 
dredging. 

A large quantity of weeds was removed from the 
navigation course, between the Athlone and railway 
bridges. 

Sixty-six tons of broken stones and gravel were 
spread on the west wharf. The traffic on this wharf 
is daily increasing. 

The rain gauge that was erected on the spoil-bank, 
at east end of weir wall, has been maliciously broken 
up and carried away. 

The high floods of January last made a breach in 
the boundary wall, at the King’s meadow, 94 feet in 
length by 7 feet in height and 2 feet in thickness. 
This breach must be repaired next summer. 

The machinery of the swivel 'bridge was overhauled 
and gearing adjusted ; the roadway sheeting, which is 
much worn, has been repaired by the insertion of 20 
square feet of planking. 

The toll-collector’s house and office has been lime- 
washed and woodwork painted. 



Tarmonbarry. 

The lock-gates were tarred, and the ironwork painted. 

A new red pine balance beam, 43 feet in length, 
was erected on west leaf of the breast-gates, to replace 
a decayed one. The foot-boards were repaired, and two 
new iron brackets furnished. 

Some slight repairs were effected on the hall-door 
and frame of the Board’s house, at the bridge, and the 
woodwork painted. 

The machinery of swivel bridge was adjusted, and 
the iron trackway on platform repaired. 

Cloondrah. 

The lock-house at this station, which was in a very 
bad state, has been thoroughly repaired ; the roof of 
store was thatched, and a new door and frame erected 
to replace the former ones decayed. 

A pair of new breast-gates, each 1 3 feet by 10 feet 
high, were erected at Cloondrah lock, to replace de- 
cayed ones ; a considerable leakage from the east 
forebay embankment into the lock chamber was 
completely staunched. 

The 45-ton spoon and bag dredging barge (built in 
1840) has been docked at the Royal Canal dry dock 
(adjoining this station), and repaired. 

Eooskey. 

The lock-gates were scraped and tarred, and the 
ironwork painted ; the balance-beams are very much 
decayed, and will soon require renewal ; the sluice 
gear of lower gates was repaired. 

Two new oak stop-posts were erected at the lock to 
replace decayed ones. 

The roadway of swivel bridge was repaired at each 
end by twelve square feet of oak sheeting two inches 
thick. 

The lock-house was lime-waslied, and chimney-stack 
and ridge-tiles on roof were pointed with cement. 

Jamestown Canal, Lock, and Lock-house. 

The lock-gates were scraped and tarred, and iron- 
work painted ; new footboards of red pine were erected, 
and two cast-iron brackets repaired. 

Two hundred and fifty-five perches of boundary 
drain were scoured up, twelve feet in width. 

In consequence of the exceedingly high floods at the 
end of December, and beginning of January, the water 
overflowed the banks, which rendered it necessary to 
raise about 500 yards at both sides of canal, from 
twelve to twenty inches, with sods, planks, and stones. 
The water rose with such rapidity on the 30th and 31st 
of December, that the sodding was carried on in nine 
inches of overflow. The banks stood the increased 
pressure very well, bub they will require to be per- 
manently raised and strengthened next summer. 

The roof of mill building at Jamestown suffered 
much from the storms of last winter. 

Carrick-on-Shannon. 

The roof of the toll-collector’s house and office was 
repaired with four square yards of new slating, having 
been injured by the storm in January. 

The sewers in connexion with the. harbour ana 
wharves were scoured up, and two guide piles were 
erected on the site of a lumber boat that sunk near the 
navigation channel. 
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Loclcs and Lock-houses at Battle Bridge and Drum- 
league; also Lough AUen Canal and banks. 

The lock-gates at Battle-bridge were tarred, and 
Ironwork painted. 

The lock-house has been lime-washed, the slated 
roof pointed, and the chimney-stack repaired. 

An overflow conduit of red pine, eighteen feet in 
length, two feet in width, and one foot high, was in- 
serted in canal bank near the lock, to carry off excess 
of water on the four-feet six-inch level and prevent 
overflow on banks, the sluices of breast-gates not being 
sufficiently large for that purpose. 

Two hundred and sixty-four perches of boundary 
drain was scoured up between Battle-bridge and 
Drumleague locks. 

The lock-gates at Drumleague were tarred, and 
ironwork painted. The lock-house was limewashed, 
and the roof, which suffered much from storms last 
winter, was thoroughly repaired. A new deal floor, 
fifteen feet square, was erected over kitchen, to replace 
an old one. 

The heavy rains in December raised the water of 
Lough Allen very suddenly. On the 26th December 
the water on gauge was eight feet, and on the 29th 
it was nine and a-half feet, having risen eighteen 
inchesinthreedays. I therefore got the stop-gate timbers 
into their grooves on the 30th at 4 p.m. As the banks 
were often before subjected to a pressure of nine and 
a half feet, I considered that the safety, of the banks 



was insured ; but at 9 p.m. (five hours after the stop- Appendix 13. 

gate was secured) a rupture took place in the west 

bank, 550 yards north of Drumleague lock. Itoport'o f*° m 

The repair of this breach was at once commenced, j arn(!S m. 
and was finished and navigation resumed on the 26th Merrick, 
of March.

The lock-gates at Knockvicar were tarred and the 
ironwork painted. 

The platform of timber bridge on towing-path was 
carried away by the high flood on the 2nd of J anuary. 
It was towed back and refixed, the masonry of piers 
being also repaired. 

General State of Harbours and Wharves. 

The harbours and wharves at Lecarrow, Dromod, 
Drumsna, Camadoe, Jamestown, Kilbride, and Dram- 
skambo, on the Shannon, and at Cootehall-bridge and 
Knockvicar on the Boyle Water, are in a good state 
of repair.

Sir, — I beg leave to submit to you, for the informa- 
tion of the Board, the following report on the state of 
the works on the Lower and Middle Shannon, and 
also the Maigue Navigation, which have been care- 
fully maintained during the past year : —

K'ddysart Pier, Co. Clare. 

The causeway leading to the pier has been repaired 
with 25 tons of strong gravel from the beach. 



Querrin Pier, Co. Clare. 

The pier, harbour, and roadway at this station are 
in good repair. No expenditure incurred during the 
past year. 

ICilrush Pier and Harbour, Co. Clare. 

The pier, harbour, and cranes are in very good 
repair. The heavy gales during the past year have 
done some trifling injury to the western side of the 
pier, which has been secured. The top surface of the 
old pier has been repaired with 25 tons of broken 
stones. The hoisting crane at the steamboat berth, 
from the constant working, was very much worn ; it has 
been thoroughly repaired; both cranes have been 
cleaned and painted ; the storehouse and office coated 
with well-boiled Stockholm tar. 

Saleen Pier, Co. Kerry. 

The surface of the pier has been repaired with 20 
tons of strong gravel. The frames, doors and windows 
of the collector’s house were very defective, being 
exposed to a westerly wind. They have been replaced 
hy two new frames and doors, six window frames and 
sashes glazed and painted, and the house limewhitened. 

Kilteery Pier, Co. Limerick. 

The works at this station are in good repair. No 
expenditure incurred during the past year. 

Foynes Harbour, Co. Limerick. 

The wharf has been repaired with 20 tons of broken 
stones. The stone pitching of the breakwater suffered 
a good deal of injury from the heavy gales during the 
past winter; it has been thoroughly repaired, and 
the three hoisting cranes painted. The accumulation 



Clare Hwbour, Co. Clare. 

The wharf has been repaired with 40 tons of broken 
stones ; the berths for vessels cleaned and made even ; 
the hoisting crane painted, and a new short link chain 
has been supplied for same ; the collector’s house 
limewhitened. 

Limerick Navigation. 

The lock-gates, canal banks, wharves, roadways, 
bridges, culverts and towing-paths, between Limerick 
and Killaloe, a distance of sixteen miles, have been 
well and carefully maintained, no accident having oc- 
curred during the recent high water. In consequence 
of the high floods during the past winter, the water 
covered the towing-paths in several places on the 
Shannon levels ; the horses could not tow the trade 
boats, they had to be towed by tug steamers ; the top of 
the towing-paths suffered a good deal of injury, and 
several slips took place in the sod embankments. When 
the water subsided they were repaired without delay. 
The following works and repairs have been executed, 
viz. : — The roadway and wharf between Clare-street and 
the Grand Canal Company’s stores have been repaired 
with 70 c. yards of broken stones ; the cast-iron pillars, 
28 in number, cleaned and painted ; the towing-paths 
have been repaired with 275 tons of strong gravel, 65 
yards of superficial stone pitching, and 312 yards 
superficial of sodding on slopes of banks; 2,800 perches 
lineal of boundary drains have been cleaned up and 
deepened. The lock-gates, twenty-five pair in number, 
have been all kept in good order ; one new pair of 
deep gates made and erected ; thirteen new footboards, 
twelve new elm sluices, twelve loggerheads, twenty- 
seven uprights and brackets, four racks, four pinions, 
four rollers, and five balance-beams put on the different 
gates ; the woodwork to water level coated with Stock-

One new store gate for Grand 
Canal Company’s store, eleven feet square, framed, 
sheeted with 1-inch sheeting, with wicket-door, swing- 
bar, run on metal rollers, made and erected. 

World’s End. 

The works at this station are in good repair. No 
expenditure incurred during the past year. 

Arddooney River. 

This river continues to be an annual source of 
expense, as the autumn floods bring down large 
quantities of shingle and gravel from the Clare moun- 
tains, the chief portion of which is trapped above the 
towing-path, and in time of rapid floods a large 
quantity is driven into the navigation course, which 
has to be dredged out ; on this year 3,100 cubic yards 
have been removed by horses and carts, and 1,320 tons 
dredged from the navigation course ; 181 perches of back 
drain cleaned up. 

ICiUaloe. 

The collector’s and caretaker’s houses, stores and 
offices limewhitened. The C dredger has been in- 
paired, painted, and her deck caulked ; a new set of 
tubes, thirty-seven in number, have been put into the 
boiler. One hopper barge repaired ; four row-boats re- 
paired and painted ; six pairs of oars made for small 
boat at different stations. Slip yard — The framing of 
the capstan and the timber of the carriage ways for 
. winding up the boats became defective and rotten ; 
both had to be renewed. 

Scarriff and Tomgmny Quays. 

Both quays are in good repair. At the entrance to 
the Searriff harbour, at the junction of the Shannon 
and Feakle livers, there was an accumulation of gravel 
and stones, the deposit of many years; this I had re- 
moved by dredging 280 tons of gravel and ten tons of 
large stones. The harbour has been cleaned of the 
weeds which impeded the traffic of the trade boats. 

Mormt Shannon Pier, Go. Galway. 

The pier at this station has suffered some injury by 
the successive gales of the past year ; 21 feet lineal of 
the wharf coping has been removed, and 15 yards 
square of the top pavement tom up; this will be 
attended to and repaired when the weather moderates. 

PoHumna, Co. Galway. 

The wharf at this station has been repaired with 
twenty-five tons of broken stones; three oak mooring 
posts put down ; a new timber shod; 20 feet long by 10 
feet wide and 8 feet high, has been erected on the 
wharf for the accommodation of the collector. The 
wooden office has been repaired, the top coated with 
tar, and the interior painted. The berths for vessels 
had to be deepened in consequence of the accumulation 
of silt ; there were 440 tons of gravel dredged from 
the harbour. The swivel bridge has been repaired 
with 480 feet superficial of 2-inch native elm sheeting ; 
three tons of east iron has been added to the former 
ballast, which has given considerable ease in the work- 
ing of the bridge. The toll-house has been lime- 
whitened, the two rooms on the ground floor ceiled, 
and one new step-ladder supplied for the house. 

Meelick. 

Several leakages having appeared from time to time 
in the new canal banks, they were attended to without 
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delay and stopped with well-tempered puddle. The 
deep gates of Victoria lock are becoming difficult to 
work, and the woodwork is becoming defective, which 
will render it necessary to provide a pah- of new gates : 
I have had them adjusted this year, and four pairs of 
new brasses put hi for the rollers, the woodwork of 
gates scraped and coated with tar, and all the ironwork 
painted. The toll-house was limewhitened, and the 
roofs of the store-houses overhauled and pointed ; 180 
perches lineal of boundary drains were cleaned and 
deepened. 

Gloonaheenogue Canal. 

The roof of the lock-house has been thoroughly re- 
paired, a new floor put in the living room, and the 
premises limewhitened. The old swivel bridges over 
this canal became very defective and rotten ; one of 
them at Kylcnascarriff gave way altogether, which hud 
to lie taken down and replaced by a new one on five 
girders of half balk. Allen’s bridge — The girders at 
both ends defective ; I had those scarfed and bound 
with iron glaus ; freed and adjusted all rollers and 
machinery; laid on 120 feet superficial of 3-inch sheet- 
ing for roadway ; tarred woodwork, and painted the 
ironwork of same ; put in one now balance-beam and 
one now rack in Hamilton lock, four oak stop-posts 
put down, and scoured up 600 perches of boundary 
drains. 

Banuglier. 

The traffic at this station is likely to increase, as the 
new Distillery Company is now in full working order. 
The collector’s house has undergone a thorough repair 
on the outside, the roof pointed, the walls plastered 
and pcbhlo-daslied, the interior limewhitened ; the 
wharf was very much cut up by the traction engine ; 
it has been thoroughly repaired with 120 tons of 
broken stones ; -18 perches of boundary drain cleaned up. 

Shannon Harbour. 

The winter floods bring down a quantity of silt each 
year, which is deposited in the recesses of the ferry 
landings; 270 tons lias been dredged out this year; 
100 tons of stones drawn from Derry holmes to build 
retaining wall, 50 tons of gravel for towing-path ; an 
abutment at the end of wooden bridge, 20 feet high, 
12 feet wide, and 4 feet thick, was built to support 
girders and retain embankment; a retaining wall, 
6'0 feet long and 6 feet high was pinned and seemed, 
and two heavy piles driven at the west end of the 
wooden bridge to support the structure. 

General Navigation. 

The necessary guide-piles, ten in number, have been 
driven to define the sailing course during the time of 
liigh water in the old sailing course between Victoria 
lock through the Cribbies and Counsellor’s ford ; 
9 heavy oak piles driven to protect booms at 
Kiilaloe ; 6 buoys placed on shoals on Lough Derg ; 
all buoys painted the usual colour, red and black, so as 
to define the sailing course. 

Liver Maigue Navigation. 

The works on this navigation are in very good re- 
pair, the bridge clean and well kept, the house and pre- 
mises in good order. A new out-office has been built 
in the yard, sheeted with boards, covered with felt, 
and coated with well-boiled Stockholm tar.

this division. 

From Monaglian to Clones, 14 miles. 

The repairs effected on this division were raising 
the subsided portions of the canal banks, staunching 
leaks, clearing out back drains, raising boundary 
fences, puddling broken down parts of the canal 
banks, farm passes, and the removal of weeds out of 
the canal. 



Quiglough Reservoir. 

The embankments, occupation bridges and boundary 
fauces have been maintained in good order. 

Tyrone Navigation. 

This navigation has been maintained in good order 
during the past year, and no expenditure has been in- 
curred further than what was required for its main- 
tenance. 

The works of repair executed have been merely 
limited to the repairs of the towing-path (which is also 
a tumpike-road), sodding and puddling broken-down 
parts of the canal banks, staunching leaks, also the 
removal of 300 cubic yards of silt out of basin at 
Coalisland, the repaii-s of lock-gates, and cleaning and 
coating same with prepared tar, repairs of lock-keeper’s 
houses and regulating sluice-keeper’s house, lime- 
washing the boundary walls of stone-yard and wharf, 
painting the iron balustrading on north side of basin, 
and the removal of weeds out of the canal.

River Wall and Towing-path, Bullsgrove. 

The stone facing of river wall has been thoroughly 
and well maintained, and the surface of towing-path 
well repaired from time to time during the year, which 
has been an unusually severe one. 

Oldbridge Station and Lock-house. 

The balance-beams and part of the framing of deep 
gates are showing signs of decay ; new footboards have 
been fixed to the four gates. The house is in fair 
order and clean. 

Oldbridge Gua/i'd Loclc-gates. 

The breast gates are in very good order; but tbe tad 
gates are somewhat shaken, being old. 

StaUeen Station and Lock-house. 

The gates are in pretty fair order, but the footboards 
require to be renewed.

Mill Lock, Slane. 

These gates have been thoroughly overhauled, and 
for the most part i-enewed during the year, and are in 
first-class order.

The weeds during the hot season were well kept

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Landed Property Improvement. — Inspectors’ Annual Reports, 1876 - 77 . 



Counties Antrim, Londonderry , Armagh, Tyrone, 
Monaghan, and Fermanagh. 

In compliance with, the request contained in your 
communication of February the 2nd, I now submit 
the following annual report, for the information of the 
Commissioners of Public Works, on the working of 
the Land Improvement Acts for the year 1876-77. 

During this period I have made in all seventy-one 
inspections, eight of which have been preliminary, the 
remainder the ordinary progress inspections. Most of 
these loans are for building purposes, such as farm 
buildings, labourers’ dwellings, &c. ; so that this will 
show an increase on drainage and plantations, &c., to 
the preceding yeai\ 

Viscount Templetown (county Antrim) is still 
carrying out his large drainage scheme, which is 
giving great satisfaction to his tenants, who at first 
refused, and now find the great benefit of having their 
lands thorough drained and in parts reclaimed. 

Mr. Ancketill, of county Monaghan, has just 
completed a drainage loan, and is about embarking in 
a large drainage scheme for the benefit of his own 
immediate lands, and which will amply repay for the 
outlay, as the grounds, I may say, lie low and spongy. 

The Earl of Enniskillen is making new roads 
through his property in the neighbourhood of 
Florence Court, which will be of the greatest use to 
Ms tenantry, who had little or no access to their bog- 
lands ; and good substantial labourers’ dwellings are 
being erected in different parts of his estate, which, 
no doubt, will be an example to other proprietors. 

Mr. Robert Gore, of Raveagh, in the county of 
Tyrone, is executing good drainage works, and has 
just completed an extensive farmyard and offices 
suitable in every way to the extent of the farm. 

Sir William M ‘Mahon will shortly have completed 
a farm residence and offices near Mountfield, county 
Tyrone. i 

The Marquess of Ely is completing a long series of 
new roads, which open up a wild and inaccessible 
country to which his tenants go for turbary, near to 
Church Hill, in the county of Fermanagh. 

About the best reclamation that has come under my 
notice for the last year is that carrying out by the 
Rev. John Beatty at Bellisle, barony of Lower 
Dunluce, county Antrim. A large tract of bog-lands 
has partly been thorough drained <&c., with deep 
arterial cuts, and what was utterly useless is now 
giving crops and repaying well. I expect, within 
the next two or three years, Mr. Beatty will have 
the entire bog-lands of Bellisle in arable condition. 
Through the county of Antrim large tracts of these 
useless lands, I am sorry to say, exist, and if 
Mr. Beatty’s energetic actions were imitated, all might 
he brought to be fruitful and well repay. 

Sir Frederick W. Hey gate, hart., has commenced 
making improvements on his property at Bellarena 
under the Land Improvement Act, such as planting 
for shelter, building and repairing labourers’ dwellings. 

The Earl of Charlemont has within the last few 
months finished a most valuable reclamation of cut- 
out bog ground, which, when his lordship commenced 
operations, did nob grow a blade of grass •, it has all 
been levelled, clayed, and limed, and the last season 
the greater portion produced a most valuable cereal 
crop. Grange Blundell is the name of townland, in 
the county Armagh, alongside the leading road from 
Moy to city of Armagh. 

Mr. Walter M'Geough Bond has commenced drain- 
ing and improving under the Board. The townland 
of Drumsill is the part he is now levelling old fences 
on and making into large fields, fenced by seven 



strands of wire cable instead of mound and gripe, 
and thorough draining throughout. 

Mr. Lowry has nearly completed all his improve- 
ments, for which he had loans, and his property is very 
much benefited by the results. 

His Grace the Lord Primate of Ireland is at present 
expending a considerable loan in thorough draining in 
Ms demesne, wMcli required it badly, and will be much 
improved. 

Thomas Baillie-Gage, esq., has just entered on 
very considerable works of drainage, plantations, 
road-making, &c., buildings, &c., in the demesne of 
Timaskea, • where drainage had never before been 
thought of. 

Mr. John G. V. Porter, of Belleisle, county Ferma- 
nagh, is carrying out very considerable improvements 
on his property at Lisbellaw and Belleisle, in the way 
of drainage, labourers’ dwellings, and farm buildings. 

Altogether, I have much pleasure in stating that I 
am perfectly satisfied with the manner in which 
proprietors and their agents have carried and are 
carrying out works during the last year under my 
directions, and in only one or two instances have I 
had occasion to report to the Board to the contrary.

In obedience to instructions contained in your 
letter, dated' 2nd February, 1877, I herewith furmsh 
my annual report on the working of the Land Im- 
provement Acts in the district of my inspection for 
the past year. 

During the year 1876 I have made fifty-four in- 
spections under the Land Improvement Acts. Nine- 
teen were for new loans ; thirty-five were progress 
inspections. Of the new loans eight were for thorough 
drainage, fencing, <fcc. ; eleven were for farm buildings, 
labourers’ dwellings, farm dwellings and offices. 

Proprietors are generally willing to build and im- 
prove farm dwellings and offices, if occupiers will 
consent to pay a fair per-centage on the outlay ; in 
most cases tenants are willing to do so. 

Labourers’ dwellings are not looked on as a good 
investment by proprietors, except when the tenants of 
adjoining lands agree to pay the instalments on loans 
as they become due ; this, in many cases, will not be 
done; therefore labourers’ dwellings are not built 
generally, although much needed ; and on farms remote 
' from towns or villages it is very often difficult to pro- 
cure a sufficient number of farm hands in times when 
most needed. 

The provisions of these Acts ai - e, when acted on, 
found to be very satisfactory to borrowers. 

I have been inspecting and reporting for the Com- 
missioners of Public Works from the passing of the 
Act in 1846 to the present time, during which period 
I have heard all borrowers express their great satis- 
faction at the results in every respect, and with the 
Board’s regulations for obtaining loans, and the several 
instalments thereof as they are required for carrying 
out the proposed works of improvement. 

The' price of labour has greatly increased, and is an 
impediment in the way of drainage, fencing, &c.

In compliance with your request, I beg to submit, 
for the information of the Board, my annual report 
on the working of the Land Improvement Acts in the 
above-named district, since the 17th April, the date of 
my last report, up to the present. 

During the past year I have made fifty progress 
inspections for buildings, drainage, fencing, (fee., and 
I am happy to say that I have found all the works 
satisfactorily executed. 

The only drainage loans, of any extent, which I 
have inspected, are on the properties of John Cooke, 
esq., Lord Annaly and Dr. Gregg, in Longford, and 
of Mr. Murray, also on that of the late Samuel 
Reynell, esq., in Westmeath ; and the results are, in 
every instance, most gratifying. 

A remarkable instance of the benefit of the Acts 
has occurred on Mr. Cooke’s property in Longford. 
The tenantry were, at first, so much averse to the 
extra expense involved in the improvement of their 
land, that Mr. Cooke determined to discontinue the 
works, and did so for some time, but the rapid amelio- 
ration of the land that had been reclaimed was so 
marked, that the tenants are now most anxious to 
have all the proposed improvements carried out. 

The loans for the building and repairing of farm 
residences and offices, &e., still continue to be most in 
favour, and amongst those in the county Longford I 
may instance Mr. Gregg’s very substantial farm resi- 
dence at Derrydarragh, while several small proprietors 
and tenant farmers are greatly enhancing the value of 
their farms by their improvements, both in this county 
and in Meath, Leitrim and Roscommon. Messrs. 
O’Connor and Wade have also provided several com- 
modious farm residences, with suitable offices, on their 
property in Meath and Cavan ; and Mr. Sanderson, in 
Cavan, has made considerable and valuable additions to 
his farm offices, at great expense. 

In Westmeath Lord Longford and Miss Connolly 
have been mindful of the welfare of their labourers, 
and have provided healthy and comfortable cottages 
for them — an example which should be widely 
followed. 

The cost of labour and materials throughout this 
district, though not less than last year, has not in- 
creased.

In submitting my annual report on the operations 
of the Land Improvement Acts for the past year in the 
district with which for so many years I have been 
connected, I have not any new or important fact to 
bring under the notice of the Commissioners, nor much 
more than to contrast the nature of the applications for 
loans, which I think show a decided advance in the 
local improvement of the country. 

In former years the loans were chiefly, granted for 
the improvement of the soil by the various modes 
applicable ; now, though there is still need of improve- 
ment, particularly connected with arterial drainage, 
yet the attention of the owners of property is more 
directed to the improvement of the dwellings for their 
labourers and tenants, and to the providing proper 
farm offices, &c., than to drainage. 

Within the last year or two the attention of pro- 
prietors has also been directed to planting, in situations 
where pasture or tillage could not be attempted, with 
the prospect of satisfactory results, and which, I think, 
is likely to prove remunerative. 

In explanation of those general remarks, I would 
refer to the returns, which will show that for the past 



year my inspections have been for farm buildings and Appendix C. 
labourers’ cottages, thirty ; while those for thorough Iian< j ed 
drainage have been but twelve. Property Im- 

Some of the loans tor farm buildings have been of provement 
very considerable amount, the principal of which have 
been to Mr. Parker, of Castle Lough, and Mr. O’Meara, 
of Somerset. The loans for labourers’ dwellings to iteportB. 

Mr. Gibson, of Rocheforrest, Mr. Thomas Butler, of 
Ballycarron, the Earl of Rosse and Mr. Barton, average 
very nearly £700 for each. The loans for planting 
amount to within a few pounds of £4,000. There has 
been only one case connected with water-works, that 
of Mr. 'Farrer, which has been attended with very 
beneficial results, both in a sanitary point of view as 
well as a great convenience to every part of a large 
establishment. 

I am happy to be able to state that the several 
works have been all very fairly executed, that I have 
not been obliged in any case to recommend the refusal 
of further instalments to be issued, and that any 
suggestions I found it necessary to make to the parties, 
in the expenditure of the loans, were met in a good 
spirit and generally adopted. 

I need not remark that the estimates made some — 
even a year or two since, are found insufficient to 
carry out the full works contemplated, and that supple- 
mental loans have, in some instances, been necessary, 
owing to the great advance in tradesmen's wages, and 
which I do not see any likelihood of decreasing, as 
I learn, on inquiry, that few young men are, as they 
used to do in former years, bound to artizans or trades-

Galway, 9 th April, 1877. 

In compliance with the request of the Board, I beg 
to forward the following report in relation to the 
working of the Land Improvement Acts in my dis- 
trict during the past year : — 

Within that period I have made one preliminary 
and 101 progress inspections ; and I have certified for 
Works to the amount of £25,371 2s. '3d. Of the 101 
cases of inspection, fifty-seven came under the head of 
agricultural holdings, and forty-four of the improve- 
ment and reclamation of land. 

In relation to buildings, what I mentioned in niy 
former reports still remains a serious desideratum, 
viz., substantial, healthy, and moral cottages for the 
Irish peasants. 

Some advance in this respect lias been made in my 
district ; but the high price of slates has been a great 
check to every description of building. Mr. Fallon, 
of Netterville, Mr. Persse, of Moyode,and Mr. Ffrench, 
of Monivea, have erected some excellent cottages, 
which seem well adapted for the requirements of the 
Irish labourer or small tenant. 

They contain a good-sized kitchen, pantry, or dairy, 
and three bed-rooms, with an independent entrance, 
good light, and a fire-place in each ; and the average 
c-ost is £105. 

Some fine farm offices have been erected by Captain 
Knox, of Creagh, in the county of Mayo, Mr. O’Rorke, 
of Olonbern Park, in the county of Galway, and Mr. 
Sandford, of Castlerea, in the county of Roscommon. 

With regard to land improvements since my last 
report, I am happy to state that a considerable amount 
of open main and thorough drainage has been carried 
out in this part of the country. 

The best specimens of this kind of work have been 
executed on the estates of Mr. Packenham Mahon, 
at Strokestown ; of Mr. Callaghan, at Skecor ; of 
Colonel Daly, at Raford j and of Mr. Richardson, at 
Tiaquin. Mr. Richardson obtained the gold medal of 
the Royal Agricultural -Society for the style and 
excellence of his thorough drainage. 

Of all the works executed under loans from the 
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Board, improvements of tliis nature appear to yield the 
best return. The tenants and owners of the soil are 
now, I am glad to say, becoming alive to this profitable 
investment of labour and capital. 

In all cases where the drainage has been well 
executed, the proprietors inform me. that the beneficial 
effect is almost immediate; and the wonder is, con- 
sidering the great facilities afforded by the Board for 
obtaining loans, that, in localities where stones are 
found in great abundance, large tracts still remain 
barren and worthless, which could easily he reclaimed 
by open main or thorough drainage. 

Ireland, comparatively speaking, has no manufac- 
tures, and is singularly deficient in mineral wealth. 
Beat exists in great abundance, but it lacks that 
squeeze essential for the production of that material, 
to which England chiefly owes her wealth and great- 
ness. If this country is ever to become rich, the 
attention of her people ‘must be directed to the im- 
provement of her husbandry and the reclamation of 
her land, enabling “ the earth to yield her increase.”

In submitting my annual report upon the working 
of the Land Improvement Acts in my district during 
the past year, I beg to say that I made three prelimi- 
nary inspections and forty-one progress inspections, 
reporting upon thirty-four loans, and certifying for 
an expenditure of .£9,243 12s. 5\d., of which sum 
£3,160 11s. M. was laid out on land improvement, 
and £6,083 Os. 9 Jet upon building works, showing an 
increase of £28 10s., in the former, and a decrease 
of £764 2s. 5 d. in the latter department, on the ex- 
penditure of the year 1875. 

The number of applications for loans reported upon 
by me during last year fell short of the preceding year 
by two, and the loans in progress, or being carried out, 
last year were less by one than the number in opera- 
tion in 1875. 

I am unable to observe any change in the value of 
artizans' labour since my former annual report ; build- 
ing materials, however, have increased in price. 

I am able again to repeat that the several loan 
expenditures have given thorough satitisfaction.

Pursuant to your order of the 1st inst., I have to 
make the following report on the working of the Land 
Improvement Acts in my district during the year 
1876:— 

It is satisfactory to find that the decrease shown 
since. 1874 in the extent of improvement, as detailed 
in my report of progress in 1875, seems to have reached 
its lowest, as there is an increase of £491 in the 
certified expenditure during last year over 1875. The 
gross total is £10,655 11s. 6cZ., and the greater part, 
£7,602, has gone for buildings, and the balance, 
£3,053, for land improvement, shows £104 of that 
increase. The borrowers are more disposed to improve 
their own holdings than those of their tenants, for 
there lias been only £4,786 expended on land improve- 
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ment and buildings on lands in occupation of tenants 
including only five loans for labourers’ houses on 
which £1,457 have been certified in 1876, the most of 
it for eight dwellings at £942 for Lord Lansdowne 
nearly all built in 1875. 

The most important object of these Acts may be 
regarded as almost entirely neglected in Kerry, until 
the improvement of labourers’ dwellings increases for 
some years to twenty-five per cent, on the yearly 
expenditure instead of amounting to the accommoda- 
tion of only six or seven families at £557, as it did 
for the last year. 

We may never expect to see that increase until the 
extravagance of building is kept down, and houses 
built at estimates not exceeding £50 apiece. Such 
houses have been built, and can be built everywhere. 
Mr. G. Hewson has just shown a model on his farm at 
Gortnaskeha, in this county built by contract, com- 
prising a doublo house 52 x 17 outside, and 8 feet 
high, which is all well lit, and finished inside with 
plaster ceilings and cement floors at less than £2 per 
lineal foot, which will pay. Such examples will he 
copied, while the building of labourers’ dwellings at 
£160 apiece only deters prudent people from engaging 
in what seems to many a waste or unprofitable use of 
public money. 

Great discrepancy in cost of farm offices may be 
found too. I can show a cattle-house for forty-two 
cows that cost only £2 2s. per lineal foot at £240, 
and another for forty cows (root-houses annexed in 
both) which cost about -five times as much. Such 
expenditure as this last can never pay. 

These cases strongly suggest that there ought to be, 
at least, some limitations, without drawing any hard- 
and-fast line restricting the borrowers. 

The nse of cement concrete roofing has been tried 
with success, and I am sure that much of the difficulty 
of building cheaply for labourers will be got rid of by 
it, for a concrete roof can be made as cheaply as thatch- 
ing with straw, strong enough, quite weather-proof, 
and safe from decay.

I beg to submit the following statement of the 
working of the Land Improvement Acts in my district 
for the past year : — 

I have made five preliminary inspections for land 
improvement, four of which were for small sums, aud 
twenty-two progress inspections of buildings, ten of 
which were for labourers’ dwellings, and the others for 
farm offices, with or without dwellings. None of the 
latter cases were of very considerable extent ; while 
some of the loans for labourers’ dwellings were large, 
and, particularly where carried out in towns, the 
demand for the houses is considerable, and, no doubt, 
the advantage to the labouring classes great. 

In land improvement I have made twenty-five 
progress inspections, and some of the cases were of 
considerable extent. In those that have been going 
on for some time the increase in the value of the land 
drained is very evident, and the return good for the 
amount expended. The advantages derived under the 
Acts are. acknowledged by all, but the scarcity of 
labour and the unusually wet season have kept the 
works very much back. With very few exceptions, 
the various works have been executed in a most 
satisfactory manner. Notwithstanding the increase 
in the prices for building, there is a decided tendency 
on the part of farmers to get better accommodation both 
in dwellings and offices.

The arcade of nine windows in the cathedral, as well 
as the eastern end, required the greatest care ; the 
former was in a ruinous condition, and it was found 
necessary to build a flying buttress against it to pre- 
vent its falling outwards. 

The arches into the transept have been re-opened, 
the walls have been pinned with stone, and the ground 
of the interior of the buildings levelled as far as pos- 
sible. 

Monasterboyce, county Louth. 

The ruins here consist of a round tower, three stone 
crosses, and the re m ains of three churches. 

The top of the tower had fallen, and none of the 
original stones were found. The walls were in a 
precarious condition, but are now safe, having been 
pointed with cement and the larger interstices filled 
with small stones. 

One cross was broken into three pieces, which have 
been carefully put together and re-erected ; the others 
were standing and in good condition and required no 
repair. 

Tire remains of the churches exhibit but little detail 
worthy of note, and are in so ruinous a condition 
that nothing further could be done than pointing and 
grouting the walls. 

The graveyard has been partially levelled, especially 
the spaces within the churches. 

Devenish Island, Lough Erne. 

The buildings here consist of — 

1st. The remains of the ancient church -with con- 
ventual buildings attached, erected in tho year 1439, 
according to the inscription thereon. 

2nd. The oratory of St. Molaise. 

3rd. The ruins of a more ancient church and build- 
ings surrounding. 

4th. The round tower. 

5th. Several sculptured stones, including the remains 
of stone crosses. 

The repairs done to these buildings are as fol- 
lows : — 

1. The Ancient Church. 

Several stones have been reset, and some replaced 
in the piers of the tower ; the base of the tower has 
been made good where defective ; the top of the tower 
wall has been pointed and the newel of the staircase

repaired ; the rent in tlie side wall of the choir has 
been made good ; the rubbish has been cleared away 
from the interior of the church; the south wall of the 
choir has been levelled, and some of the loose stones 
and sod coping put thereon; the crosses and sculptured 
stones have been collected and placed in a convenient 
position; sods are being laid down in the church at the 
original floor level; some general pointing with cement 
to joints of loose stones has been done, and sod coping 
to protect the walls. 



At the northern side the church expanded into what 
appears to have been the domestic portion of the 
building, apparently of the same date as the rest of the 
priory. In the eastern wall was found a flight, of 
steps which evidently led to the croft over the chancel 
On the northern side were discovered the stonework 
of two other windows.

2. Oratory of St. Molaise. 

The rubbish within this building has been cleared, and 
the loose stones collected and stacked in a convenient 
position. 

3. Tlie Round- Tower. 

With the exception of pointing with cement a few 
loose joints of masonry in the lower part, which has 
been done, no repairs were necessaiy. 

4. Ancient Church, dec. 

With the exception of clearing away the rubbish 
and collecting and stacking the loose stones, which 
has been done, no repairs were necessaiy. 




Glendalough. 

In my report for the year 1876, I referred briefly 
to the works undertaken at Glendalough, which at 
that time had been commenced. 



The chancel arch has been re-erected, nearly all the 
stones having been found amongst the rubbish ; any 
which were missing, have been replaced by uncarved 
voussoirs. This arch presents perhaps the most 
beautiful and elaborately carved example of its kind 
in Ireland. 



Trinity Church. 

was then finished, and some progress had been made 
towards clearing the site of 

St. Saviours. 

As anticipated, tlie accumulated rubbish concealed 
much architectural detail, and the excavations on the 
site of the priory exposed the complete outline of the 
building. On the southern side were found the arch, 
and jamb stones of three windows, as well as those 
of the two entrances; and on the eastern side the 
Complete details of a beautiful and curious window. 

This most interesting example of Romanesque work 
I look upon as unique in detail. The ope is divided 
on the inside into two sub-arches separated by a 
mullion, the tympanum and two arched heads being 
in one stone. There is no abacus or capital, and the

.-rsplay of the lights following that of the inner splay is 
a peculiarity which I have not observed elsewhere. I 
.have had it replaced in its • original position, as to 
which there could be neither Speculation nor doubt. 



Some of the detail of the mouldings is peculiar, and 
would almost lead, one to place the date of the work 
later than the 12th centui-y, whereas other detail is 
decidedly very early. 

The walls have been pointed with concrete, the fences 
made good, and the interior laid in grass. 



The Cathedral. 

The condition of this building was much the same 
as that of the others. Piles of ruined masonry and 
gravestones, ancient and modem, lay about on all 
sides : tangled weeds and brushwood ovevgrew the 
walls. The masonry exhibits- work of. three distinct 
periods : the lower portion of the walls is of a very 
early date ; the . upper being rebuilt from the debris ol 
more ancient work, the frustra of shafts being used in 
places ; the latest portion being 12th and 13 th century 
work, the mouldings Romanesque and early EngUs , 
and all of Caen stone. On the north the jambs an 
bases of a fine doorway were found, and, beneath where 
the chancel arch stood, most ’ of the "arch' stones, 
many of these as would indicate the form of the m' c 
have been reset upon the impost caps.

window lias been partially restored ; those on the south 
side have been opened. The walls have been grouted 
with concrete, and the interior levelled as far as was 
consistent with respect to graves. 



The Priest’s House. 

This curious little oratory, which excited the interest 
of the antiquarian Berenger and others in 1779, and 
by whom its details were carefully drawn, had fallen 
into a sad state of delapidation. On excavating the 
surrounding ground, sufficient stones of the eastern 
end and southern entrance were found to enable the 
structure to be put in the same condition as it was in 
1779. The carved tympanum (see -No. 13), which 
had been removed, was given back and replaced in its 
original position, and the stonework generally has 
been secured with concrete. 
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Saint Kevin’ 's House. 

This building consists of a stone-roofed chamber, 
with an upper croft and a sacristy on the north-east ; 
the former is surmounted by a tower of small dimen- 
sions. The present entrance formed the chancel arch 
when the eastern entrance was remodelled. The 
chancel, which is now destroyed, was a subsequent 
addition. The head of the eastern window of the 
original church still exists over the more modem chan- 
cel arch. Pointing with cement concrete and resetting- 
loose stones in the roof and cone of tower, embraces 
all the work which has been done. 

An iron gate has been put to the eastern opening,

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probably the oldest structure in the valley, has 
little of interest beyond its doorway, which presents 
all the characteristic features of early work, being 
narrower at the head than at the base, and formed of 
massive stones. 

The nave has been cleared out and the walls secured

and the interior forms the receptacle for various objects 
of interest which have been found amongst the ruins. 
Referring to these, I would call attention to the beau- 
tiful cross of which I annex an illustration ; ft was 
found in fragments in different places; these have now 
been put together and erected within the oratory.

from further ruin ; little or no architectural detail was 
found in the excavations. 

Eeefert Church, or Burial-place of the Kings. 

Here many sculptured stones and crosses were 
discovered ; amongst others, one flat stone, with an 
inscribed cross and inscription. The shaft and base of 
this cross (illustrated in Petrie, page 266), have been

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discovered. The cross has been re-erected, and the 
chancel arch and east window have been restored, all 
tlie stones having been found amongst the ddbris. 
The interior has been cleared of rubbish and laid 
in grass; the surrounding fence repaired and the 
approaches gravelled. 

Tempull-na-Skellig. 

This church, placed on a cliff over the lake, and

generally approached by a boat, is the remains of a 
small oratory. The debris which have fallen from the 
mountain side have been removed, and a window, 
similar in design to the east window in St, Saviour’s, 
has been discovered. 

The ancient steps or causeway leading from the lake 
to the church have also been laid bare. 

The foregoing notes describe generally the works 
which have been done.
